To Obviate Trolley Pole*, 


If the invention of Dr. Bates, of this 


city, stands the test of experiment the 
entire electric railway system of over- 
head wires and poles will soon be super- 
seded by a simple conduit bolted to the 
center of the track. Some such .inven- 
tion is greatly needed. The overhead 
maze of wires is a constant source of de- 
lay and danger. The place for all elec- 
tric wires, whether for railways, tele- 
graphs or telephones, is underground, 
or properly insulated and protected in 
conduits, as proposed by Dr. Bates. 


The main difficulty to be apprehended 


with the new invention is with snow and 
ice in winter. The slot which admits 
the trolley arm from the car into the 
conduit is protected from rain and dust 
by a steel strip which acts with a spring. 
If this strip and spring can protect the 
slot alike from rain and duet in summer, 
and from snow and ice in winter, the in- 
vention may prove to be one of the most 
important in years. 
President Lowry 


deems the invention to possess consider- 
able merit, and will undoubtedly give it 
thorough trial.—Minneapolis Tribune.

IRRIGATION ATiD FREE 
COINAGE 


The two questions which particularly 


concern the people of Nevada at the 
present time are free coinage and irriga- 
tion. Beside these the tariff question 
sinks into insignificance as we produce 
nothing in Nevada that is benefited by 
protection, save wool, and that has de- 
clined from two to four cents per pound 
since the passage of the McKinley bill. 
As Nevada to-day is producing more 
grain, vegetables, frnits, beef and hay 
than it consumes, and there is very little 
profit in raising grain and hay for ex- 
port, the population of the State must be 
materially increased before much benefit 
can be derived from irrigation. 
The 


State needs more consumers to make ag- 
ricultural pursuits profitable. 
As capi- 


tal will not or at least does not invest in 
manufacturing enterprises, which would 
give tno farmers a Lome market for their 
products by increasing the number of 
consumers, some other means must be 
Bought of adding to the population of 
the State. From the present outlook 
nothing can be seen that will accomplish 
this result in Nevada except the free and 
unlimited coinnge of silver as well us 
gold. 


That would iscrease the value of sil- 


ver bullion from its present price, 0C}£ 
cents, to $1 3929 per ounce and give an 
impetus to mining that would bring 
thousands of people to the State. The 
deserted mining camps of to-day would 
be reinhabited and farmers could market 
their products at home at remunerative 
prices. The influx of people would in- 
crease the demand for agricultural lands 
and iirigation on nn extensive scale 
would follow. 


To assist in bringing about this desira- 


ble renult should be the aim of every 
resident of Nevada, therefore, our people 
should make the freo coinage of silver 
the paramount consideration, and give 
the East to understand that they will not 
support individual or party in the Presi- 
dential election that is not absolutely 
and unequivocally in favor of free coin- 
age. 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


OKlnhoria Home Seekers*

GuTaniK, O. T., September 22.—Simul- 


taneous with the arrival of the honr of 
noon, the hom.'-aeehors gathered on the 
border and mado a headlong rush over the 
line into the coveted country and on quar- 
ter sections upon which their eyea had 
been feasting for some days, and others for 
weeks and months. 


The rush was a mad one, and was made 


so by the fact that that the number of 
home eeeketa great!) exceeded the number 
of qnnrter sections available for settlement. 
There is room on the lands for about 5,000 
settlers, allowing 150 acres for enoh.

The scene at the Land Office 
here to-day was a lively one. 
About 250 


soldiers armed with declaratory statements 
have been standing before the office door 
for four days past. Some slept in chairs, 
some on the ground and some hardly flept 
at all. Their meals were brought to them 
by their wives and children or friends. 
There was no disturbance about the office 
and business proceeded quietly and swiftly. 
At 7 o'clock all the old soldiers had got in 
their papers. The line did not decrease in 
length, however, as the settlers who had 
located claims in the new lands began to 
arrive to file entry notices. Tbe Land 
Office kept open until 7 o'clock and at 
that time tally 200 men wers still in Hue 
and others .arriving every minnte. 


The Government supervision of the open- 


ing seems to have been aadly deficient. 
T?I»» outtr« Government force was composed 
of two companies of troops, 200 moo and 
forces and three United States Marshals, 
numbering about 250 man. Of the latter, 
fifty were sent to Laogston to preserve 
peace between the cowboys and the ne- 
groes.

A Newspaper Oorroipondent DeMritMM 


the Humiliating and Cruel Olrcnm 
Atancen Attending the Yllght of Jevrtsl

1 telegraphed the fact of my bavin| 


seen Jews expelled,, from Moapow in 
chains, but aa the censorship has becom 
so strict I could not enter Into details, 
received information that a -conyoy o 
prisoners was about to be dispatched' a 
;i certain time from the prison (peresce- 
hiya), and 1 accordingly proceeded tc 
the spot at the time indicated. I ar- 
rived at the small western door of th 
prison as the invalids of the convoy were 
being brought out and placed on three 
springless carts. There were about eigh 
or ten in'each cor It (not Jews), old men 
old women and others, of various ages, 
plainly in extreme debility. 


They seemed utterly helpless and care- 


less and presented a very ead sight, 
few women were present, evidently in 
terested in the fate of the prisoners. 
They carried bags and tins, which I saw 
at once were meant to be given to som 
loved one in the convoy. I "noticed tw 
of these women particularly, the one 
very ladylike person of middle age, wit 
regular features, telling that she was 
not a Russian. Her companion was 
mere girl of perhaps sixteen or seven 
teen, with an undoubtedly Jewish conn 
tenance. 


My information was that there woul 


be either two or fcmr Jews in the convoy 
for very few now remain in the prison 
the rest having been removed, and 1 
was by their features, bearing and dress 
I should recognize them. While I was 
thus observing things around me th 
procession of prisoners began to defil 
from the small door mentioned. The 
oarne two by two, chained together b 
handcuffs, and closely guarded by priso1 
wardens. The prisoners were Of bot' 
sexes and varied in age, appearance an 
dross. Some wore prison garments, soin 
wore their own clothes and some the con 
vict's dress with the yellow diamond o: 
the back. 


TWO INNOCENT JEWS. 


As the conyoy passed the group o 


women alongside whom I stood, I noticec 
a commotion among them. The Russians 
ejaculated prayers after their wont; th 
elderly lady and girl became excited, 
scrutinized the prisoners closely, beirjj 
well stared at by them and scowled a 
by the gnard, but could detect no Jew 
Features upon which vice and crime am 
misfortune and misery were stamped in 
indelible stains there were in plenty, bu 
among these I noticed no Jewish face 
Just as the rear was coming up, and in 
the fifth row from the last, I noticed tw< 
handsome open countenances, 


These were what I was in search of 


There could not be a moment's hesita- 
tion. Here were two Jews. The oni 
was a stalwart, elderly man,-with a heart 
and ruddy face, on whom prison life hac 
been able to do little hurt. The othe 
was likewise tall, with short black bean 
and more pronounced Jewish features 
The two Jews were chained together 
Probably they are to be sent to the same 
neighborhood.

shopted "Neelza," or "That is not al 
lowed," and raised his drawn sword as 
if to strike the girl, who was in front o 
her companion. Falling back with 
sigh, the girl seemed not to despair, bu 
to hope for another chance, with that in 
domitable perseverance so characteristic 
of the race. 


STE1CT GUARDS. 


Afterward at the railway station 1 


saw the same pair engaged on the same 
merciful errand, but whether they sue 
ceeded or not I do not know. I conic 
not help them, but only might have 
compromised them with the authorities 
by inquiries. After traveling by railway 
to one of the western provinces within 
the pale the Jewish prisoners will be 
marched on, presumably, as they are al 
the moment I write, in chains, to the 
destination assigned them. 


The names of these two Jews I conic 


get if it were necessary, and I know thai 
they are not charged with any offense, 
but are merely being sent away by the 
czar's ukase, and not having money 
enough to pay their railway expenses, 
or, more probably, having given over to 
their dear ones the money they possessed, 
they are ignominiously herded with 
criminals, and chained like them. 


I once thought of taking a camera to 


photograph them, but I do not think the 
avidence so obtained would be stronger 
than that now given. It is not easy to 
photograph particular individuals in a 
crowd in motion, nor can it be done 
without exciting notice. As 1 was three 
times warned by the sentry that it was 
not allowed "to look," as he put it, prob- 
ably I should have been expelled like a 
Jew if I had been caught photographing 
what the Russians consider is a private 
iffair of their own. Having seen what 
I have recorded, no honorable person can 
dispute the evidence, I have only seen 
two, that is true, but had I been ad- 
mitted into the secret of what was going 
jn earlier I should have seen many.—. 
Moscow Cor. London News,
